COLLEGE AID BILL 
NEARER ENACTMENT 


WASHINGTON (BP) — Aid 
institutions 
will be a problem for Senate 
and House as they seek agree- 
ment on the college aid bill. 

The House Rules Committee, 
after a three-month delay, 
agreed: to allow conferees to 
try to work out a compromise 
on the Senate and House ver- 
sions of the higher education 
bill. 

One of the differences to be 
settled involves aid to church- 
related institutions. The house 
bill would allow loans and 


grants to both public and pri- 
vate colleges for construction 
purposes. It is known that 
some of the Senate leaders 
are opposed to grants to 
ehurch schools in the house 
bill. 

The house bill calls for $1.5 
billion in both loans and grants 
for the construction of class- 
rooms, libraries, science lab- 
oratories and dormintories in 
public, private and church- 
contolied colleges.

Citing 1945 as the beginning 
of the nation’s achool enroll- 
ment boom, the directory 
noted that since then Catho- 
lics have increased their edu- 
cational institutions from 10, 
912 to 13,888 — a gain of 27.3 
percent. Student enrollments 
in those years rose from 2, 
590,660 to a present total of 
5,780,536 — or 123.1 per cent. 

An upwad trend in Catho- 
lic college and university en- 
rollment was reflected for the 
hinth year. With current en- 
Sg rie now totalling 336, 

, there was in increase of 
14,605 college-level students in 
1961. 


The directory reports a to- 
total of 5,397,678 pupils in 
Catholic high and elementary 
schools — an increase of 121, 
604 during the past year. Of 
the total number of pupils, 
945,785 were enrolled in se- 
condary ‘schools, diocesan, pa- 
rish and private, while the re- 
mainder, 4,451,893, were in ele- 
mentary schools. 

Another 3,749,522 public 
school children receive reli- 
gious instruction under Catho- 
lic auspices, the directory 
notes, while 12,832 students 
are accommodated in 127 pro- 
tective institutions. 

These figures, totalled with 
the number of students en- 
rolled full-time in Catholic 
educational institutions, gives 
a grand total of 9,543,890 per- 
sons under Catholic instruc- 
tion in the country. 

A total of 947 Catholic hos- 
pitals in the U. S. were report- 
ed as having bed capacities of 
152,912, an increase of 1,660 
more beds over the previous 
year. The 816 general hospi- 
tals have 141,331 beds, while 
the 131 special hospitals ac- 
commodate 11,581 patients.

‘active. 

This arrangement has also 
proven very advantageous 
financially. The expenses of 
the native workers are pnly 
one-third that of the mission- 
aries sent out by the Domes- 
tic Missions Board.

$1.5 billion in loans only to 
four-year colleges, plus $250 
million in matching grants for 
junior colleges. 

Private and church-related 
colleges would be included in 
the loan provision features in 
both bills. There is, however, 
a limited safeguard which is 
supposed to “take care’ of 
the religious issue in aid to 
higher education. 


Both measures contain pro- 
visions that would prohibit 
loans for academic facilities 
that are used for sectarian in- 
struction, or as a place of wor- 
ship, and any facility that is 
used primarily in connection 
with a school or department 
of divinity.

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The Bible And Legalized Wine 


The House of Representatives of the Mississippi 


islature last week’ approved a bill legalizing the 
aoe wine (21% alcoholic content) in counties brag 
the ple vote approval. We certainly disapprove 0 
this bill and hope that it| will be defeated in the Senate, 
or, if passed there, will be vetoed by the governor. Le- 
galized liquor of any kind can only ‘be a curse to the 
state. | ; 

The press reports that sorne members of the legis- 
lature quoted scripture to prove that it is all right to 
drink wine, and that it should be legalized in the state. 
Those who make such arguments have simply failed 
to read enough scripture, and to properly interpret that 
which they have read. | wees 

It is true that Jesus made wine at the wedding in 
Cana of Galilee, and that Paul advised Timothy to 
drink a little wine for his ‘‘stomach’s sake.”’ There is 
no proof, however, that the drink which Jesus made, 
or that which Paul advised Timothy to use, had a high 
alcoholic content similar to that which is allowed in 
the bill the House of Representatives has passed. 

Bible Scholars Interpret 

Many Bible scholars’ say that because of the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining pure water, and because of the lack 
of proper sewage systems, the common drink of the 
people of Palestine was mild wines or juices, which as 
used were not ordinarily intoxicating. Of course, people 
could misuse them and become drunken. We can be 
absolutely certain, however, because of what we know 
about Jesus, that he did not make, nor give to the peo- 
ple, any drink which would cause drunkenness. 


Likewise the passage|in Timothy is completely mis- | 


interpreted when used as an argument for the regular 


use of intoxicating beverages. The New English Bible | 


which is translated from the oldest manuscripts reads 
“Stop drinking nothing but water; take a little wine for 
your digestion, for your frequent ailments. (1 Tim. 5:23). 
Wine and oil were used medicinally in those days. It is 
probable that Paul was simply quoting from Luke, the 
physician, who was with him, telling what Timothy 
was to do for his digestive ailment. Note, also, that it 
was a “‘little wine’ and it was ‘‘for the stomach’s sake.” 
There is absolutely nothing in these passages, nor 
in any other passage in the Bible which can be used as 
an argument for approval of the use of highly intoxicat- 
ing beverages simply for \social drinking.

Ephe- 
sians ‘5:18. 

‘Wine is a mocker, strong drink is raging: and 
rece ee is deceived thereby is not wise.’’ Proverbs 

‘‘Who hath woe? who hath sorrow? who hath con- 
tentions? who hath babbling? who hath wounds without 
cause? who hath redness of eyes? They that tarry long 
at wine; they that go to seek mixed wine. Look not upon 
the wine when it is red, when it giveth his color in the 
cup, when it moveth itself aright. At the last it biteth 
like a serpent, and stingeth like an adder.’’ (Provers 
23: 29-82. See also verses 33-35). 

“Woe unto him that giveth his neighbor drink... ”’ 
Heb. 2:15. 

There are numerous other passages which could be 
quoted. Both the Old Testament and the New Testament 
condemn drinking and drunkenness. Jesus condemned 
drunkenness, and Paul warned that. the drunkard could 
not inherit the kingdom of heaven.”’

There Was a Church: 

A small new church with an 
old dwelling for a meeting 
place. The old building was too 
small, and besides, it was 
about to fall down because the 
Partitions had been removed 
to make room for the congre- 
gation. ‘The membership of 
this church was 85, Sunday 
School enrollment was 125 
with an average attendance of 
65. This church had to have a 
building, but they had no 
money. All the members were 
working people, and they were 
giving 12% to World Missions 
through the Cooperative Pro- 
gram. 


When they adopted the bud- 
get for the new year they de- 
cided that’ they could not build 
with mission money; so they 
continued the 2 plus plan and 
increased the Cooperative Pro- 
gram gifts to 14%. They also 
began a building program. 
They raised enough money to 
pour the foundation, and from 
there they spent the money as 
it came in until they complet- 
|ed enough of the building to 
borrow some money to get it 
to where they could use it. 

They Took Census 

Each year for a period of 
five years they took a census 
and raised the cooperative 
program giving by 2%, and 
cooperated with each under- 
taking of the association. 
These included two simultan- 
eous revivals, two county wide 
census, one associational-wide 
evangelistic campaign, three 
associational Sunday School 
training schools and two. Train- 
ing Union central schools. The 
members served in associa- 
tional organizations and_ the 
pastor was active in associa- 
tional leadership. 

The church provided space 
and raised the enrollment of 
the Sunday School to 325 with 
average attendance of almost 
200, baptized an average of 
35 per year for the five years.

HAVANA, Cuba (BP) — 
“The work in Cuba is difficult, 
but we find a real hunger for 
the gospel.’’ 

With these words Herbert 
Caudill of Havana, Superin- 
tendent of Missions for Sou- 
thern Baptist in Cuba, char- 
acterized the recent sessions 
of two separate Baptist con- 
ventions meeting on the Is- 
land.
